The Pants correspondent of the Low pon Sun, 
writing on the 27th of October, says:—** The 
opponents of the French Ministry are still as 
active as ever in preparing for its overthrow. A 
great number of Deputies are siready in Paris, 
where they have regular meetings for the pur- 
pose of arranging a system of opposition for the 
approaching Session of the Chambers. The re- 
fueal of the Budget ie a point on which all the 
opponents of the Ministry will be united, by 
whatever shades of opinion they may happen to 
be distinguished; but I believe it is net yet set- 
tled whether the whole of the Ministerial mea- 
sures of finance are to be resisted en masse, Of 
whether they are to be discussed and objected 
to in detail, A recent measure of the Ministry, 
which affects the feelings at least of a conside- 
table number of ind viduals, now occupies the 
attention of the Society of Paris, although it has 
not yet been subjected toWiscussion by the press. 
—You are aware that patents of nobility and 
marks of personal distinction are granted in this 
country with much more profusion than in Eng- 
land; and as the fees of the patent right, or other 
inferior privilege, are Jerable in t, it 
has long been customary for the party who has 
recommended himself to the Royal favor, to con- 
teat himself with the usual notice of his new dig- 
nity in the Moniteur, and with kissing hands at 
the next levee, without incurring the expense of 
applying at the Herald-office for the written 
voucher of his title. During the late Ministry, and 
al the time of the accession of the present Cabi- 
net, a great number of individuals found them- 
selves in this situation; but, within these few days 
a Royal Ordonnance has appeared, recalling all 
euch honorary distinetions as have not been con- 
firmed by the necessary patente—leaving, bow- 
ever, a short peried to the parties to apply, if so 
disposed, for the confirmation of their titles re- 
quired by law. Such, however, is the keenness 
of the feeling of hostility to the present Minis- 
try, that I believe, in a great number of instan- 
cos the individuals, thus situated will decline to 
apply for their patent rights within the period 
limited by the present ordonnance. There are, 
some, no donbt, who refuse the distinction on 
separate and independent grounds. Of this num 
ber is M. ‘Ternaux, a distinguished member of 
the Chamber of Deputies, and one of the indi- 
viduals who origmated the Parisian Association 
against the levy of taxes unauthorized by law. 
This goutleman is one Of the most enterprising 
manufacturers in France, and is engaged in 
great variety of commercial undertakings. He 
has lately purchased a large estate in one of 
the northern provinces, and having converted 
the extensive chateau into a linen manufactory, 
he is about to engage in the culture of flax, for 
the purpose of bringing that branch of manufac- 
ture into notice in his neighbourhood. M. Ter- 
naux was one of the individuals who was deati- 
ned for the hor ours of the Peerage. To aman 
of hw great wealth, the fees of the patent were 
of course a matter of no consideration; but he 
has, nevertheless, uniformly declined to make 
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the necessary application for the muniments of 
his tithe ~and, unlike a number of those who are 
similarly situated, he has also declined to avail 
himself of the unsolicited honours which have 
been awarded him, alleging, as his motive, that 
he would not have his sons ashamed of their fa- 
thers occupation, and referring to the letters of 
rehabilitation, which had been obtained by such 
of the emigrant noblesse az had been obliged, in 
the course of their exile, to have recourse for 
the means of subsstence to mercantile pursuits, 
which he naturally enough considers as an 
ind:rect imputation on those pursuits which have 
raiwed himself te so respectable a station among 
the reasouable classes of his countrymen."’

A Lonvown paper of ihe latest date contains 
the following translation of a letter from an of- 
ficer in the Russian camp before Sxumta, 
dated September 22, and published in a Sr. 
Petrerssuna paper. It contains some noi an- 
interesting particulars:—* At length, my dear 
friend, the war ie ended. A peace, as durable 
as it is advantageous to Russia, and glorious for 
our august Sovereign, has crowned our efforts. 
This news will of course reach you in the eapi- 
tal before my letter, but you will aot have had 
the means of being acquainted with our last re- 
lations before Shumla, with the Grand Vizier, and 
the celebrated destroyer of the Janissaries, Hus- 
cien Pacha. They appear te me so interesting, 
that notwithstanding the far greater importance 
of political affairs at this moment, I think them 
worthy of being communiested to you. From 
the beginning of our negociations at Adrianople, 
our commander, Gen. Krassowshy, endeavored 
to avoid a useless effusion of bleed, and te have 
some intercourse with the Turkish Generals in 
Shumla. He had already hed some interviews 
with them, which led to a very good anderstand- 
ing, though, en beth sides, the cautions which 
prudence required, were observed. But on the 
Ist (18th) of September, Hussien Pacha unex- 
pectedly sent a flag of truce to ask, by order of 
the Grand Vizier, an interview with the General, 
whe accepted the proposel, and they all soon 
met at the pl-ce appointed for the rendezvous. 
After some compliments, addressed to the Ge- 
neral in his own name, and tliat of the Grand 
Vizier, Hussien Pacha and the Visier’s confidant, 
Nadschid Bey, who accompanied him, declared 
that the object of their mission was to learn of 
the General, on whose veracity the Grand Vi- 
zier had the most perfect reliance, some particu- 
lara of the progress of the negociations at Ad- 
ianople, as he himself did not receive any news 
of what was passing on the other side of the 
Balkan. The General said he could not give 
them any detailed information respecting the 
negociations, tut that they were proceeding 
amicably with the Plenipotentiaries sent from 
Constantinople by the Sultan bimeelf,—that, in 
a very short tune, cither peace would be conclu- 
ded or an army would advance towards Con- 
stantinople,—that every thing was already pre- 
pared for thie expedition,—that Enos, Visa, 
Lule Beurgas, and Tchorli were slready occu- 
pied by oer troops, whose left wing wee sup- 
ported by Midia and our squedron in the Bleck 
Sea, and the right by the squadron of the Dar- 
daselies and in the Archipelago. Hussien Pa- 
cha replied, that, in the present state of afairs, 
he fully believed those events, and did not doubt 
our farther successes, and the more so, he added, 
as we had vanquished the Mussulman nation and 
army by our generosity more than by our arms. 
He asked what were the terms of peace offered 
ee our part, for the Grand Uiszier knew nothing 
ef them. The General replied, that he did not 
Knéw the tenowr of the articles, but that the 





acknowledged magnanimity of the Emperor was 
sufficient pledge that hic Imperial Majesty did 
not desire either to lower the dignity or wound 


the honour of the Ottoman empire; that even in 

the midst of the most active military operations, 
the Emperor had never ceased to desire recon- 

ciliation and peace, and had constantly repeat- 

e@ his orders (o treat with the greatest mildness 
the inhabitants and all individuals who are con- 
cerned. Hussein Pacha and Nadschid Bey re- 
plied, that God had rewarded our magnanimity 
by the success of our arms, and that; in our 
place, they should never have been capable of 
acting in the same manner. They expressed, on 

the oceasion, their particular gratitude for the 

friendly manner in which Prince Madatoff had 

treated the inhabitants in his expedition on the 
road to Tirnove. Hussein then thanked the 
General for the frankness and sincerity which he 
showed in all his proceedings, and begged him 
te sead to the Vizier the newa of the conclusion 
of peace es soon as it should reach him.— 
The general promised this; and, with respect to 
the frank conduct for which Hussein had just 
thanked him, said we were always obliged to 
act with sincerity, according to the principles of 
our august Sove~ iga, all whose actions, direct. 


‘od by the strictest justice, prove to the world 


that he does not fear publicity. Hussein, hard- 
ly suffering the Genoral to finish, took his hand 
and said with emotion, ' We adore, we revere 
your Emperor.’ A friendly conversaiion, comt- 
pliments, and assurances of particular esteem 
for the General, followed this discourse. Hus- 
sein Pacha complained, smiling, that in the en- 
g2gements with us he had lost his best horses, 
and had no forage for the few thet remained.— 
‘The Genera! assured him that he was ready to 
oblige him as far as lay in his power, and offered 
to send him hay, which was gratefully accepted. 
Before parting, the numerous suite of Hussein 
Pacha agsin surrounded us; the General said he 
hoped he should be able very soon to sead them 
word of the conclusion of peace, and this offer 
was received with lowd expressions of satiefac- 
tion. At thie interview, and at all those which 
have taken place, the Turks have always shown 
the greatest curiosity to see the portrait of the 
Emperor, which is on fhe snuff-box lately given 
by hie Imperal Majesty te the General, and 
have always looked at it with marka of respect. 
Oa the 17th of September, we received the news 
of the conclusion of peace. The General im. 
mediately went to Shumia, to communicate it 
to the Grand Yisier. It is difficult te describe 
the joy which our arrival excited among the in- 
habitants and the garrison: the Grand Vizier 
aed Husscin Pacha requested te see the snufl- 
box with the Emperor's portrast; comtemplated 
it with the grea‘est veneration. On the 20th of 
Gept. the anniversary of tha celebrated battle 
in the plains of Kouwlkoff, the restoration of 
peace with the Porte was selemmised by a a) 
Deum w the presence of all the troops bet ween 
Shuntle and ovr camp. After thie there was a 
grand parede, at which the Grand Vizier, Hussein 
Pacha, ead a great many Turkish officers were 
« The Grand Vizier soomed extremely 
sensible to the mii:tary honors paid him; the 
having twice defiled before him, drew up 
im order of battle. The Gae appearance, the

tions. The day following, the Grand Vizier and 
Hussein Pacha having come to the camp, the 
General caused the Prince of Orange’s regiment 
of hussars, a battalion of iafentry, and @ com- 
pany of horse artillery, to ge through the whole 
exercise before them. The truly remarkable 
precision of this exercise @o astonished the 
Turkish Generals, that they declared it seemed 
to them like enchantment. The Grand Vizier 
promised to let us see some of his cavalry, and 
some battalions of his regular infantry, but ! 
will not delay sending my letter till that time. 
My health is perfectly good, and since the 
fevers of the month of August are past, we are 
alt, thank God, sensibly recovering. It is a 
pleasure (6 see the ardour and spirit of our 
troops, and the goed condition of our horses. | 
promise you that our corps, not withstanding the 
hardships of a two years’ campaign, will not 
yield in order and appearance to our comrades 
who have remained in Russia.’’
